Reeve: An Off-Screen Hero 


By the time he died, Christopher Reeve had at 
last “escaped the cape,” becoming bigger than 
the Superman character he portrayed. 

Reeve championed cutting-edge research 
into spinal cord injury, offering himself as a 
guinea pig for new therapies and vowing he 
would one day walk again. He never did. But 
his dream is now a plausible one for thou- 
sands of others who are paralyzed. 

The actor and activist died of heart fail- 
ure Sunday after developing a serious blood- 
stream infection from a bedsore, a common 
problem for paralyzed people. 

Reeve suffered one of the most severe spi- 
nal injuries possible when he was thrown 
from his horse and broke his neck during an 
equestrian competition in May 1995. 

Since then, he and his charities have raised

some $40 million for spinal cord research. 
Some of that has been for embryonic stem cell 
research, a promising but contentious field of 
medicine that the Bush administration has 
severely restricted because it involves destroy- 
ing embryos. Scientists think these early, all- 
purpose cells can be coaxed to form nerves 
and specialized tissues to repair a host of woes. 

But Reeve’s legacy is more than dollars and 
advocacy, many said. It’s the hope that fewer 
diseases in the future will be called incurable. 

“He’s demonstrated that there is hope and 
that there are things that can be done,” said 
Dr. John McDonald of the Spinal Cord Injury 
Program at Washington University in St. 
Louis where Reeve was treated. (ap)

Baghdad 


Iraqi leaders offer cash for 
weapons in anti-violence bid 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Shiite fighters in tracksuits 
and sneakers unloaded cars full of machine 
guns, mortars and land mines Monday as 
a five-day weapons-for-cash disarmament 
program kicked off in Baghdad’s Sadr City 
district — a sign of progress in the center of 
Shiite resistance in Iraq. 

Followers of radical Shiite cleric Muqtada 
al-Sadr promised the government last week- 
end they would hand over medium and heavy 
weapons for cash in a deal considered a major 
step toward ending weeks of fighting with 
U.S. and Iraqi forces. 

In return, the govern- 
ment has pledged to start 
releasing al-Sadr follow- 
ers who have not commit- 
ted crimes, suspend raids 
and rebuild the war-rav- 
aged slum. 

Members of al-Sadr’s 
Mahdi Army started showing up at three 
designated police stations early Monday 
morning, carting bags full of guns and 
explosives — even TNT paste. Many of the 
weapons appeared old and rusted, but gov- 
ernment officials said they were satisfied 
with the first day’s haul. 

There have been several truces before 
with al-Sadr — none of which lasted more 
than 40 days. 

“We are going to prevail against the forces 
of evil here in Iraq,” Prime Minister Ayad 
Allawi said on a visit to Samarra, another 
former insurgent stronghold. U.S. and Iraqi 
forces reclaimed that city by force, and Allawi 
hinted the same would happen in Sadr City

Questioned 


WASHINGTON| The Democratic Party 
and 18 senators are objecting to a 
broadcasting company’s plan to air 
on 62 TV stations a documentary 
critical of John Kerry’s anti-war 
activities after he returned home 
from Vietnam three decades ago. 

Sinclair Broadcast Group has 
asked its television stations to 
pre-empt regular programming 
to run the documentary as part of 
an hour-long program two weeks 
before the Nov. 2 election. 

The documentary, “Stolen 
Honor: Wounds That Never Heal,” 
chronicles Kerry’s 1971 testimony 
before Congress and links him to 
activist and actress Jane Fonda. 

The Democrats contend that the 
airing of the film constitutes an ille- 
gal in-kind contribution to President 
Bush’s campaign. They also want 
the Federal Communication 
Commission to investigate wheth- 
er Sinclair's plan is an improper use 
of public airwaves. 

“The documentary is just a part of 
a special news event that we're put- 
ting together,” said Mark Hyman, a 
vice president at Sinclair who also is 
a conservative commentator for the 
company.

Senate sends $136B 
measure to Bush, also 
approves disaster aid 


WASHINGTON | The Senate shipped 
President Bush a wide-ranging $136 
billion corporate tax-cut bill and a 
disaster aid package on Monday, 
letting lawmakers head home for 
the finale of the presidential and 
congressional campaigns. 

Florida, a vote-rich state that 
both parties covet, will be chief ben- 
eficiary of the $14.5 billion disas- 
ter measure as the state rebuilds 
from a battering by four recent 
hurricanes. 

The tax bill, which the Senate 
approved 69-17, began as an effort to 
help U.S. exporters avoid European 


tariffs. But as Republican leaders 
hunted for votes, it swelled into the 
most profound rewrite of the corpo- 
rate tax code in two decades. 

The final product pared taxes for 
interests ranging from major man- 
ufacturers to native Alaskan whal- 
ers and ethanol producers. Other 
winners included fishing tackle 
box makers, NASCAR track own- 
ers and foreigners winning bets at 
U.S. horse and dog racing tracks. 

There also is a $10.1 billion 
buyout of holders of quotas held 
by tobacco farmers, though a pro- 
vision allowing the Food and Drug 
Administration to regulate tobacco 
was dropped.

Foreign ministers vote

LUXEMBOURG | The European 
Union on Monday ended 12 years 
of sanctions against Libya and 
eased an arms embargo to reward 
the North African country for giv- 
ing up plans to develop weapons of 
mass destruction. 

The decision by the EU foreign 
ministers brought the 25-nation 
bloc in line with a U.N. decision 
last year and reflected a signifi- 
cant warming of relations in recent 
months.

“T don’t want to be against the 
election and I appreciate the good 
will of the people of Afghanistan,” 
Qanooni said. “I want to prove to 
the people of Afghanistan that 
the national interest is my high- 
est interest.”

Israeli leader faces fierce criticism in Parliament 


JERUSALEM | Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon inaugurated a tempes- 
tuous session of parliament Monday 
by defending his plan to dismantle all 
Jewish settlements in the Gaza Strip 
and a few in the West Bank. Right- 
wing legislators want to dismantle 
his government instead. 

Sharon told a noisy parliament 
that he would present the plan for 
approval on Oct. 25, then said he 
would bring a bill for compensating 
the 8,500 settlers to be evacuated. 

In a symbolic first blow, the 
parliament voted against Sharon’s 
statement, 53-44, but his govern- 
ment was not immediately endan- 
gered. Two motions of no confidence 
were voted down. 

Over the heckling of hard-line 
lawmakers who reject the concept 


of removing any Jewish settlements, 
Sharon declared that dismantling the 
settlements is necessary to return the 
diplomatic initiative to Israel. 

“It is essential for us to see that 
our friends, especially the United 
States, stand by us,” Sharon said. 

After decades of building and 
expanding Jewish settlements, 
Sharon suddenly announced last 
December that he favored pulling 
all Jewish settlers out of Gaza. 

He explained that leaving 
8,200 settlers in Gaza among 1.3 
million Palestinians was unten- 
able, and evacuating settlements 
there would help Israel hold on to 
main settlement blocs in the West 
Bank. Palestinians call the plan a 
land grab aimed at preventing them 
from establishing a state. (ap)

From Voting 


RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA | Women 
may neither vote nor run in Saudi 
Arabia’s first nationwide elections, 
thegovernmentannounced Monday, 
dashing hopes of progressive Saudis 
and easing fears among conserva- 
tives that the kingdom is moving 
too fast on reforms. 

The decision was firstannounced 
by Interior Minister Prince Nayefin 
an interview published Monday. “I 
don’t think that women’s participa- 
tion is possible,” he told a Kuwaiti 
newspaper. 

Anelectoral official cited admin- 
istrative and logistical reasons 
Monday for the decision to ban 
women from the municipal elec- 
tions, scheduled to be held in three 
stages from Feb. 10 to April 21. 

The official, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, said there are 
not enough women to run women’s- 
only registration centers and polling 
stations, and that only a fraction of 
the country’s women have the photo 
identity cards that would have been 
needed to vote.

Election board works 
long hours to keep up 
with high registration 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. | At the state elec- 
tion board, employees were busy on 
the Columbus Day holiday Monday 
sorting through stacks of voter reg- 
istration applications, part of what 
election officials around the state 
say is a flood of applications for a 
presidential election year. 

With absentee ballot requests 
also high, election officials 


are expecting a big turnout 
next month, reflecting a high 
degree of interest in the race 
between President Bush and 
Democratic Sen. John Kerry of 
Massachusetts. 

Tuesday was the last day to reg- 
ister for the general election, and 
local officials have been struggling 
for days to stay abreast of the steady 
stream of requests from new vot- 
ers. 

“Local boards are working seven 
days a week, 10 to 12 hours a day,” 
said Linda Lamone, state elections 


administrator. 

In addition to the flood of appli- 
cations to local boards, many voters 
are sending applications directly to 
the state board, she said. 

Montgomery County expects 
new registrations during the first 
12 days of October to top 10,000 
new voters, according to Marjorie 
Roher, administrative specialist in 
the county election board. 

“We've brought in additional 
workers to assist, and we are work- 
ing longer hours more days of the 
week,” she said. Tom stuckey (AP)

Japanese keep their 
students on track 
with monitoring tags 


TRACKING | Every time a fourth 
grader passes through Rikkyo 
Elementary School’s front gate, a 
small, gray plastic tag tucked inside 
his backpack beams a message to a 
computer in a nearby office. 

The computer logs the time 
they enter and leave and a securi- 
ty guard watching the screen takes 
note. Moments later, their parents 
receive confirmation by e-mail. 

“This won’t prevent crimes 
against children,” said Tsukasa 
Tanaka, principal at Rikkyo, a 
private boys school in Tokyo. “But 
without the tags, we might not 
know that a student hadn’t made 
it to school until we take roll.” 

The school is testing RFID tags, 
about the size of small keychains. 
Motorists with prepaid RFID cards 
zip through traffic toll gates with- 
out stopping. 

Developed by Japanese semicon- 


ductor and computer maker Fujitsu 
Ltd., the tags use a technology that 
is beginning to gain widespread 
acceptance globally. 

While critics say proposals 
to embed RFID chips in drivers’ 
licenses — the U.S. state of Virginia 
is looking at the idea — would vio-

At this point of the season, what 
would you say is a realistic expec- 
tation out of the Redskins for this 
year? Playoffs certainly seem a year 
or so away, especially given how 
Philly and Giants are performing? 
Nobody should mention the word, 
“Playoffs.” They should just be think- 
ing about playing a complete game. 


It seems to me the offensive line 
takes too long to develop the blocking 
scheme for a faster back like Clinton 
Portis. Wouldn’t it make more since to 
try and open holes more quickly and 
let him get to the hole quicker? 

That’s one of the many things 
that people think is wrong with the 
running game. I don’t know if the 
problems with the Redskins offense 
is macro or micro, but it’s not just 
blocking schemes. What is ailing 
the Redskins offense also involves 
the quarterback, the receivers and 
apparently the play calling. So I 
don’t know where to start. 


Is Patrick Ramsey the Redskins 
future quarterback? 

Apparently not. Not if Joe Gibbs 
is the coach, and I don’t know what 
Gregg Williams thinks of Ramsey. 
I only bring that up because if any- 
body on Gibbs’ staff is going to suc- 
ceed him as head coach, I would 
think Williams name would be at 
the top of the list. 


I don’t think I’ve heard anyone ques- 
tion the coaching acumen of Joe 
Gibbs over the years. However, I’ve 
heard people question his ability to 
judge talent, including the group of 
free agents he brought in this year. 
Mark Brunell has looked dread- 
ful. Phillip Daniels and Mike Barrow 
have been hurt, and Clinton Portis 
hardly looks like the two-time 1,500 
yard rusher that he was in Denver. 
You probably hit on something. 
It was Bobby Beathard and Charlie 
Casserly picking the players when 
Gibbs was coach. I am always in 
favor of a separation of power 
between coach and GM. 


Gibbs Is Running Out of Answers 


‘Miserable’ Gibbs tries to snap losing streak 


REDSKINS | Maybe it takes five 
games or so for Joe Gibbs to find 
his stride, as it did when he first 
joined the Washington Redskins 
23 years ago. 

Right now, however, the Hall 
of Fame coach has a pathetic, 
unimaginative offense despite the 
most expensive roster in NFL his- 
tory. Like Steve Spurrier before him, 
Gibbs is running out of answers 
early in the season. 

“There’s nothing good about 
this,” Gibbs said Monday. “We 
don’t like it. The only way out of it 
is to work our way out of it.” 

The Redskins (1-4) had their 
worst offensive day in 43 years 
Sunday, gaining just 107 yards in 
a 17-10 home loss to the Baltimore 
Ravens. It was the franchise's low- 
est output since the 1961 Redskins 
— ateam that went 1-12-1 — pro- 
duced just 97 yards in a 27-6 loss 
to the Baltimore Colts, according 
to the Elias Sports Bureau. 

Gibbs now has a four-game losing 
streak, his longest since starting 0-5 


as a rookie head coach in 1981. 

“I just remember being miser- 
able,” Gibbs said when asked about 
the 0-5 start. “And Id say this is 
every bit as miserable.” 

The task is tough. The Redskins, 
who haven't had a winning season 
since 1999, have lost 14 of their last 
17 games. 

“It gets frustrating, man,” said 
linebacker LaVar Arrington. “This is 
my fifth season. ... It’s like the same 
old results every single season, the 
same thing every season.” 

Gibbs did some significant tinker- 
ing with his offensive schemes to turn 
the 1981 season around and finish 
8-8. The coach is ambiguous about 
his plans this time, but he acknowl- 
edges the problems are everywhere 
— in the passing game, in the run- 
ning game, in the coaching. 

“We've got to lay out a plan to 
try and work our way out of that,” 
Gibbs said. “That’s the only solu- 
tion to it. I don’t think it’s any one 
person. It’s all of us, and I include

“I’m going to do what I have 
to do to win football games,” the

Dear J.A.: 


Now is a great time of year to begin looking into 
financial aid options and availability. I’m not very 
familiar with www.fastweb.com so | can’t really 
advise you either way. | usually recommend 
www.finaid.org and www.collegeboard.com for 
both the information they provide and the free 
scholarship searches they have. The U.S. 
Department of Education also has a great site at 
www.studentaid.ed.gov. The bottom line is that 
any site that provides the information you need 
in a way that’s easy to decipher is worth a look 
but stay away from a company or organization 
that charges you for either financial aid advice or 
assistance with forms. Both of these services 
can be obtained for free from many sources; 
most especially your daughter’s high school and 
potential college. 


| would have your daughter begin her 
scholarship searches right away - this is truly 
one of those “early bird gets the worm” 
scenarios. She can set it up so it will also email 
her if a new scholarship becomes available 
throughout the year. 


After the first of the year, she, you and/or her 
mother will want to fill out the Free Application 
for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) at 
www.fafsa.ed.gov which will determine her 
federal aid eligibility - including the Pell Grant. 
This information will be sent to the schools of 
her choice and from there, these schools will put 
together a financial aid “package” made up of 
some or all types of aid such as loans, grants, 
scholarships etc. Comparing these packages 


may help you and your daughter make the final 
decision between several schools she is 
considering. 
A Pell Grant is a need based, federal grant that 
currently has a maximum annual award of 
$4,050 (as appropriated by Congress). Eligibility 
is determined by the FAFSA and the school and 
the grant (which means it doesn’t have to be 
paid back) is intended for lower-income families. 
Finally, if she is considering going to college in 
Georgia, she may want to check out the state 
Department of Education. Many states have 
scholarships, grants and/or no interest loans for 
residents attending an in-state college. 
Please let me know if you have further 
questions. 

Federal Student Loan Availability

There are three types of Federal student loans. 
Subsidized Stafford loans and Perkins loans are 
in the student’s name and are “need based” 
while unsubsidized Stafford and PLUS loans are 
not. PLUS loans are taken out by the parent on 
the student’s behalf. Based on the information 
provided, she may not qualify for the full amount 
of any of the subsidized Stafford or Perkins 
loans, but your family should absolutely qualify 
for the PLUS and maybe the unsubsidized 
Stafford. 
I'm glad | could be of assistance.

Power yoga, baby yoga, kickbox- 
ing yoga, and now this. Has yoga 
fusion finally gone too far? 

Nope, said instructor Kimberlee 
Jensen. 

“It’s the whole do-it-yourself 
ethic,” said Jensen, 34. “Punk is 
democratic, nonhierarchical — 
that’s definitely the way I like to 
approach it.” 

Her free, weekly classes are held 
at an all-ages nightclub and aimed 
at people who wouldn't be caught 
dead in a health club. 

Jensen was inspired by the suc- 
cess of Punk Rock Aerobics, the 
brainchild of two Boston women 
who turned classic punk moves 
into a real workout. Jensen knew 
she would need something a little 
mellower. 

The live music in her classes 


doesn’t sound anything like punk. 
The music is quiet and peaceful, 
flowing with the yoga poses — but 
still “raw and organic” like punk, 
Jensen said. 

An acoustic guitar duo once per- 
formed easy-listening versions of 
punk classics for her class. 

“A lot of people who come proba- 
bly would not respond to traditional 
Hindu music,” Jensen said. 

She eschews a fancy studio with 
mirrored walls for a dark, black- 
painted nightclub. She banishes 
rows of yoga mats in favor of a 
circle arranged around a plate of 
flickering votive candles. 

“I get new people in off the street 
every time,” Jensen said. She espe- 
cially remembers one student who 
told her, “This is the first physical 
thing I’ve done where I haven't felt 
made a fool of.” 

“That,” Jensen said, “is what 
yoga should be.” 

Erik Englund, 28, has been 
attending Jensen’s classes for 
about a year. He said the night- 
club setting intrigued him, and 
the relaxed atmosphere kept him 
coming back. 

“This felt very unpretentious,” 
he said.

Actor, director and medical crusader Christopher Reeve dies at 52 


APPRECIATION | Christopher Reeve, 
the chiseled “Superman.” of celluloid 
who became another kind of hero 
as a force for spinal cord research 
after a devastating horse-riding 
accident, has died at 52. 

Reeve, a quadriplegic for the last 
nine years of his life who vowed that 
he would one day walk again, died 
Sunday of complications from an 
infection caused by a bedsore. 

His wife, actress Dana Reeve, 
issued a statement thanking “the 
millions of fans from around the 
world who have supported and loved 
my husband over the years.” 

After winning worldwide fame 
as Superman in four films from 
1978 to 1987 and struggling to 
“escape the cape” with later roles, 
Reeve suddenly became the face 
of spinal cord injury after his May 
1995 riding accident. 

The injury left him without the 
use of his arms or legs; he could 
not breathe without a ventilator. He 
was still dealing with the horror of 
his injury when he decided how he 
would spend the rest of his life. 

“No one was specifically saying, 
‘You could lead the charge on spinal 
cord disorders, but hearing from 
certain people helped me formu- 
late the idea,” Reeve wrote in his

1998 memoir, “Still Me.” 

He used his fame to win atten- 
tion and funding for scientific study 
of disabilities like his and to lobby 
for looser restrictions on stem-cell 
research. 

Three years after the accident 
in Culpeper, Va., he said he didn't 
“go nuts” thinking about his once- 
active life. 

“On a breezy day I'll look at the 
wind in the trees and realize what 
a great day it would be to be sailing 
in Maine,” he told the Associated 
Press. “Or I look at the puffy clouds 
and think, ‘Td love to be gliding 
again. And then I'll let it go.” 

Reeve did some directing and 
even returned to acting in a 1998 
production of “Rear Window,” an 
update of the Hitchcock thriller. He 
won a Screen Actors Guild award 
for best actor in a TV movie or 
miniseries. 

Recently, Reeve returned to the 
comic-book story that made him 
famous. He made several guest 
appearances on the WB series 
“Smallville” as a scientist advising 
the teenage Clark Kent. 

Funeral plans were not com- 
plete. His foundation said there 
were plans for a small family ser- 
vice and then a big gathering in New 
York City sometime in the next two 
weeks.

What Might Have Been 


Philip Roth’s novel 
posits a terrifying 
past — or future? 


BOOKS | “The Plot Against America” 
(Houghton Mifflin) is a work of fic- 
tion, Philip Roth tells us — Charles 
Lindbergh never was elected pres- 
ident and he never led the United 
States into anti-Semitism and 
genocide. 

And yet ... the narrator is 7- 
year-old “Philip Roth,” and the 
other main characters are Philip’s 


mother, father and brother, and the 
setting is Roth’s own childhood 
Jewish enclave in Newark, N.J. 

In this verifiable real past, Roth 
conjures the slow descent of that 
America into anti-Semitic fascism, 
as reflected in the lives of one mid- 
dle-class Jewish family. The result is 
extraordinary, a moving and deeply 
disquieting fable. 

Lindbergh’s regime establishes a 
program to send “city youth” (young 
Jews) to live in the heartland. Then, 
the Roths hear that they’re being 
transferred to Kentucky under a 


federal homesteading program 
for “immigrant communities.” 

A cousin joins the fight against 
the Germans and returns a crip- 
pled shell. An aunt marries a promi- 
nent rabbi who is the Quisling of the 
Jews. Violence breaks out around 
the country, in Newark and in the 
Roths’ second-floor apartment. 

The middle-class Jews of “The 
Plot Against America” have outward 
differences, but as Roth’s father says, 
they're the real Americans. And they 
are the heroes of this splendid book.

No less a songster than William 
Shatner has returned with “Has 
Been” (Shout Factory), his first 
album since “Transformed Man” 
in 1968, and, this time, he’s enlist- 
ed Ben Folds, Aimee Mann, Brad 
Paisley, Henry Rollins and Joe 
Jackson to help him out. 

Much of Shatner’s “Has Been” 
ought to be ridiculous, yet the album 
exudes an off-kilter style that makes 
it an instant cult classic. 

Ben Folds arranged and pro- 
duced the album, which features

11 spoken-word pieces by Shatner. 
He intones solemnly on “It Hasn’t

tracks, such as “Common People” 
and “I Can't Get Behind That.”

It 
starts conversationally and builds 
in bombast until Joe Jackson and 
Shatner are shouting lines back 
and forth. 

The same principle drives the 
latter tune, which finds Shatner 
and Henry Rollins griping about 
things that bother them: “I can’t 
get behind so-called singers that 
can't carry a tune, get paid for talk- 
ing, how easy is that?” Shatner says, 
before reconsidering. “Well, maybe 
I can get behind that.”

Battle’ Still 
Impressive 


A fictionalization of 
the Algerian struggle 
looks uneasily familiar 


DVD | “The Battle of Algiers,” Gillo 
Pontecorvo’s docudrama about the 
Algerian fight against occupying 
France in the 1950s and early 60s, 
resonates as strongly as ever, the 
civilians’ war of terror against 
French troops provoking uneasy 
comparisons to the U.S. presence 
in Iraq. 

The beautifully restored 1966 
film comes in a three-disc set from 
Criterion loaded with five hours 
of background materials, includ- 
ing an extensive making-of docu- 
mentary, historical analyses of the 
Algerian struggle, a chronicle of 
Pontecorvo’s return to Algiers in 
1992, and discussions by filmmak- 
ers Spike Lee, Oliver Stone, Steven 
Soderbergh, Mira Nair and Julian 
Schnabel on the movie's style and 
influence. 

Also new this week, the glori- 
ously refreshing 1974 compendi-

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large as the antenna atop the 
Empire State Building. One 
industry watcher expects more 
and more big-name defections 
from the AM and FM dials if 
the Federal Communications 
Commission crackdown on con- 
tent continues. 

Both Stern and the O&A duo 
rejected lucrative offers to remain 
on traditional radio. Both said con- 
stant censorship from their employ- 
ers and the FCC drove them off.

At the time, the notion 
of an uninfected “carrier” had just 
been theorized. 

Mallon was eventually quar- 
antined in an island asylum for 
TB patients on New York’s East 
River. This decision raised ques- 
tions about civil liberties that rever-

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Rural parents learn 
to embrace heritage 
of adopted children 


Ryan and Kristy Buescher have 
driven for hours to learn about 
the culture of South Korea. They've 
learned to cook South Korean food. 
Their two young, biological children 
have even made South Korean arts 
and crafts. 

Now, all the family has to do is 
wait for their South Korean baby 
to arrive. 

The Bueschers are part of a 
growing population of adoptive 
parents nationwide, especially in 
rural communities, taking a new 
approach to raising their Asian 
children. Rather than downplay- 
ing their children’s differences as 
was so often done in the past, par- 
ents are now embracing them in 
hopes that greater understanding 
will lead to greater acceptance. 

“T think it will help him be more 
confident,” Kristy Buescher said. 


Experts and other adoptive 
parents of Asian children say the 
Bueschers are on the right track. 
Teaching Asian children in small 
communities about their heritage 
also helps them forge racial iden- 
tities as children instead of find- 
ing themselves confused as teens 
or adults, said Kathleen Ja Sook 
Bergquist, a social work professor 
at the University of Nevada.

Margaret Burrell of Neoga, IIL., 
said the classmates of her 7-year- 
old daughter, Natalie, understand 
her Chinese culture. 

“We make moon cakes and the 
teachers are great and decorate the 
classrooms,” Burrell said. “[Natalie] 
loves the attention.” 

Another Neoga couple was 
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CULTURE CLAN: The Burrells 
wanted Natalie’s class involved. 
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encouraged by Natalie’s success 
and is in the process of adopting a 
baby girl from China. 

A pastel purple room sprinkled 
with flowers and blue butterflies 
already awaits Steve and Christie 
Wright’s future child. 

“She will be very different and 
she'll know that,” Christie Wright 
said. 

Last year, Americans adopted 
8,649 children from China and 
South Korea, the most children 
from any foreign region, accord- 
ing to the U.S. Department of 
State — and that number is only 
increasing. 

Jane Freyfogle, a social work- 
er with Lifelink International 
Adoption agency’s Champaign 
office, said adoptive parents can 
go a long way to help their chil- 
dren deal with life in small towns 
by making sure they know they’re 
not alone. Trips to cities, where kids 
can see other Asian faces, or to cul- 
ture camps, where adoptees gather 
to learn about their heritage, can all 
help children overcome the sense 
of isolation they may feel at home. 

“For folks in rural communi- 
ties, they have to work harder at 
it,” Freyfogle said. “They have to look 
for it. They have to travel for it.” 

For Patrick and Patti Walsh the 
work has paid off. Delaney, now 7, 
from China, hasn’t been teased at 
school for being Asian, and the 
family socializes with adopted 
Asian children from other towns.
